In 1902 there were 844 more 
post offices than in 1896; the depart- 
ment had carried the mails 169,000 miles | 
farther in 1902 ihan in i896. They had | 
now 260 more post office savings banks. 
They had carried 115,250,947 more let- 
ters and mail matier in 1902 than were 
carried in 1896, an increase in volume 
of 68 per cent. ‘The savings banks 
transactions showed an _ increase of 
$83,000 over 1896. Postal potes tothe 
value of $207,000 had been carried, 
against none in 1896. The remittances 
for 1902 totalled $23,587,055, an increase 
of $13,113,600 over 1896, or 80 ‘per cent.

SHOOTING ACCIDENT. 

On Saturday afternoon, Clifford Toll, 
the 14 year old son of A. W. Tol, 
Strathcona, met with a very painful 
and serious sheoting: accident, 

In company with another boy, Fred, 
Eaton, he had been spending the after- 
noon chicken shooting west of the 
town. As they were returning, about 
5 p, m., they drove up the Oliver -hill, 
which is rather steep and both "boys 
partially slipped on the buggy se to 
a somewhat irregular position. 
reaching the top of the hill - vat 
straightened themselves up and pro- 
ceeded to pull up the robe which had 
slipped dewn. Tbe gun was under the 
robe, loaded, and with the barrelf lear- 
ing under Clifford’s left arm under his 
coat. In settling their position his foot 
struck the hammer and discharged one 
barrell. Luckily it happened to -be 
the barrell farthest from his body. 

The charge struck him in the armpit, 
somewhat to the under and backward 
part fearing away a portion of flesh 
5 inches in length and 3 or 4 (nchesfn 
width from the back part of the arm 
and shoulder. The ribs and shoulder 
blade were exposed but nat broken. The 
flesh was burned and blackened from 
the powder and practically SS 
bloodshed. 

But the boy’s clotking also oe fire. 
He jumped out of the rig exclaiming 
“Fred, I’m shot,” and tried to pull off 
his burning clothes but could not on 
account -of his helpless arm. Gis 
companion jumped out and took off 
his coat and vest. 

Clifford then ran back to meet Mr. O, 
Bush, of Strathcona, ‘who was follow- 
ing the boys. Mr. Bush had heard the 


report of the gun but atum 
in the road _ hid th e boys Siow 
him. He suspected an accident had 
happened and whipped up his horses 


till he met Clifford coming back. He 
quickly put out the fire and wrapping 
his fur coat and robe about him stari- 
ed at a swift pace for Strathcona. 
Before they had gone far fire broke 
out again in Clfford’s underclothing 
and before 
was badly burned over the region of 
the heart. 
Mr. Bush again quenched the fire and 
hurried the bay to the home of his par- 
ents. Doctors Crang and Archibald 


were called in and after examining the 


wound decided to have Clifford, the 
patient, 
pital, which was done the same even- 
ing. 

At present Clifford is making 
progress. It will be 10 days before he 
is out of danger, 
that the use of the main chord 
arm may be injured permanently. 
Great credit is dus Mr. Bush for his 


presence of mind in quenching the fire
